1. AFTER INTENSIVE CONSULTATIONS, WHICH CONTINUED 
THROUGH WEEKEND, AND COMPROMISE ON ALL SIDES, ALLIES 
HAVE AGREED ON TEXTS GIVEN BELOW OF BK/O AND BK/L FOR 
ISSUANCE IN BERLIN UPON PASSAGE BY FRG OF AMENDING 
LEGISLATION TO 1953 LAW ON INNER GERMAN LEGAL ASSISTANCE. 
JUDGMENT OF ALL EMBASSIES IS THAT, WITH BUNDESTAG LEGAL 
COMMITTEE SCHEDULED TO CONSIDER OVERALL MATTER OF 
AMENDING LEGISLATION AT MORNING MEETING WEDNESDAY, 
SEPTEMBER 18, IT HIGHLY DESIRABLE TO REPLY TO FRG 
REQUEST FOR VIEWS ON FRG DRAFT BY TUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 17. 
UPON DIRECTIVE OF CHANCELLOR'S OFFICE, STATE SECRETARY 
SACHS ON SEPTEMBER 16 REQUESTED ALLIED CHARGES TO CALL 
ON HIM ON SEPTEMBER 17, BUT THIS MEETING HAS BEEN 
CALLED OFF SINCE ALLIES IN POSITION TO REPLY TO FRG 

IN BONN GROUP ON THE 17TH. 

2. TEXTS OF TRIPARTITELY-AGREED BK/O AND BK/L WILL BE 
PASSED TO FRG REP IN AFTERNOON BONN GROUP MEETING 
SEPTEMBER 17 AS ATTACHMENTS TO SHORT AIDE MEMOIRE 
CONTAINING ALLIED AGREEMENT THAT FRG DRAFT MAY BE TAKEN 
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OVER IN BERLIN. ALLIED REPS WILL ALSO STATE ORALLY THAT 
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ALLIED AGREEMENT IS CONDITIONAL UPON CONFIRMATION BY 
BERLIN AUTHORITIES THAT PUBLIC PROSECUTOR, AS HE RE- 
OPENS CASE, WILL NOT TAKE ACCOUNT OF OR REFER TO 
FEDERAL CONSTITUTIONAL COURT ADVISORY OPINION ON 
BRUECKMANN. ALLIES WILL ALSO RESERVE RIGHT TO DEPRIVE 
OF EFFECT IN BERLIN ANY DECISION TAKEN UNDER AMENDING 
LAW NOT IN ACCORD WITH ALLIED DIRECTIVES AND ORDERS. 

3. SINCE FRG WILL RECEIVE TEXTS BK/O AND BK/L AFTER- 
NOON SEPTEMBER 17, WE THINK IT APPROPRIATE THAT SENAT 
OFFICIALS ALSO RECEIVE THEM AT SAME TIME AND FRENCH, 

AS CHAIR FOR MONTH, HAVE AGREED TO PASS THEM IN ACCORD 
ANCE WITH NORMAL PROCEDURE. BEGIN TEXT BK/O: SUBJECT: 
FEDERAL LAW TO AMEND THE LAW ON INNER-GERMAN LEGAL 
ASSISTANCE IN CRIMINAL MATTERS OF 1953. 

THE ALLIED KOMMANDATURA HAS NOTED THE PROMULGATION 
IN THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY OF THE LAW CITED 
ABOVE WHICH IT IS INTENDED TO ADOPT IN BERLIN IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH ESTABLISHED PROCEDURES. 

THE ALLIED KOMMANDATURA HAS NO OBJECTION TO SUCH 
ADOPTION OF THIS LAW AND IN THIS CONNECTION ORDERS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

1 . THE ADOPTION IN BERLIN OF THE LAW CITED 
ABOVE SHALL IN NO WAY AFFECT ALLIED RIGHTS AND 
RESPONSIBILITIES OR ALLIED LEGISLATION, IN 
PARTICULAR BK/O(51)10 AND BK/0(52)35. 

2. ANY DECISIONS REACHED BY THE COMPETENT 
AUTHORITIES UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THE LAW 
CITED ABOVE IN CASES ARISING IN BERLIN MAY TAKE 
AFFECT IN BERLIN ONLY TO THE EXTENT THAT THEY ARE 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH ALLIED ORDERS AND DIRECTIVES. 

THE ALLIED KOMMANDATURA RESERVES ITS RIGHT TO TAKE 
WHATEVER MEASURES IT DEEMS NECESSARY IN RELATION TO 
SUCH DECISIONS. 
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THIS ORDER WILL BE TRANSMITTED TO THE GOVERNING 
MAYOR, BERLIN FOR SUCH ACTION AS MAY BE NECESSARY IN 
RELATION TO IT. INCLUDING PUBLICATION IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH BK/0(64)4. (CLOSE) END TEXT.
